WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—President 
Coolidge tonight dismissed the Chilean 
appeal from the decision of the Plebis- 
citary Commission, of which General 
John J. Pershing is President, fixing 
the date for the Tacna-Arica. plebis- 
cite and the time and places for regis- 
tration and voting. 

The opinion generally sustains the 
action of the commission, the Presi- 
dency of which will soon be assumed 
by Major’ Gen. William Lassiter as 
gpuccessor to General Pershing, in fix- 
ing these dates; construes them to be 
an ‘order’ of the commission and dis- 
misses from the record that. portion 
of the appeal which the Chilean Gov- 
ernment itself recently withdrew. 

The opinion of the President, made 
public by Secetary Kellogg, is tem- 
porate and conciliatory in-tone, but 
firm in holding that the original ar- 
bitral award called for a fair plebis- 
cite and that it was and is the duty 
of the Plebiscitary Commission to take 
note of the actual situation in form- 
ing its judgments. ; 

The President is not to take 
any technical view of the situation and 
Gesires “in a congiderate and helpful 

irit to assist, so far as he can, in 
Shien nating thé differences which have 
arisen between the parties, acting, of 
course, within the limits of the pow- 
ers’’ which they themselves have con- 
ferred upon Him. © 

Calis Pershing Ruling an Order. 

The Pershing commission—that is, 
General Pershing and the Peruvian 
agnember of it—ruled that the registra- 
tion and election boards were to begin 
functioning Feb. 15, and fixed the 
plebiscitary vote for April 165. 

The President construes the ‘'reso- 
lution’ of the commission fixing these 
dates as an ‘‘order’” of the commis- 
gion, but subject to its power to 
“change” the same, as provided in 
the opinion and award, but not ‘‘con- 
ditioned or depéndent upon any of the 
other provisions or recitals contained 
in the resolution. 

No interpretation of the President's 
language was obtainable in any. of- 
ficial quarter tonight.

Premier Baldwin Outlines Plan- 


for Organization Under 
Central: Control. 


GOVERNMENT WILL GIVE AID 


Project Is Designed to Unify 
and Increase Output With 
Reduction in Cost.

LONDON, Jan. 15.—A scheme for the 
development of the electrical industry 
of Great Britain was propounded to- 
day by Stanley. Baldwin, the Prime 
Minister, in a speech before the Mid- 
land Conservatives at Birmingham. 

There is no intention of nationalizing 
the industry or establishing a Govern- 
ment department to manage it, but it 
is intended to set up one of those semi- 
public bodies with powers to enforce 
its orders within certain definitely de- 
fined limits, like the Port. of London 
Authority of the Mersey Decks and 
Harbor Board. Its members are to 
be practical “men, closely connected 
with the industfy, and the board must 
raise its own capital on GommMercidl 
lines, although the Govérnment may 
assist it under the Trade Facilities 
act. 

The Premier’s statement that there is 
no intention. of establishing a new 
Government department was received 
with great cheers, and these were re- 
peated when it was announced that the 
Government did not anticipate that any 
subsidy will be necessary and that a 
Government guarantee for the first 
few years of its loans should be suf- 
ficient. 


Little Electricty in Use, 

The functions of the proposed au- 
thority would be to endeavor to reor- 
ganize the electrical plants of this 
country. Baldwin pointed out, how- 


ever, that much less use is made of|c 


electricity in Great Britain than in 
other countries. In the United States, 
he said, although it embraces immense 


areas of agricultural land, the average | Dr 


annual consumption per head is 500 
units, and in spécial areas, such as. 
Chicago, it rises to 1,000 units. Canada 
consumes 900 units per head, while 
Great Britain uses only 200 units. 

Then British electric plants have been 
developed literally.on too parochial a 
scale. Britain was a pioneer in the 
generation and distribution of elec- 
tricity and each city adopteti methods 
of its own. When the first plants were 
installed electricity was used for light- 
ing alone, and its use as power was 
unforeseen, consequently existing units 
are separate and too small .and aye 
covering far too limited areas. Thus 
there are 451 public utility generating | Good 
stations in.Great Britain. and as forty- 
two of them produce more than half 
the output possible, one can judge how 
unimportant many of the others are. 

That means, the Premier said, some 
run at excessive cost, and he also ex- 
plained that there are a great variety 
of systems in use. To remedy defects 
inevitable in such lack of system the 
Coalition Government established a 
few years ago an electrical commission, 
and that had done good work mapping 
the country: out in proper areas; but 
the present Government had examined 
the position and had determined on 
some .such plan as outlined above as 
necessary. 

Baldwin drew a big distinction be- 
tween the generation and the distribu- 
tion of electricity. To generate it is 
a scientific problem, to distribute it is 
a commercial affair.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—By a vote 
of 257 to 133 the House of Representa- 
tives late this afternoon gave its ap- 
proval to the debt settlement under 
which the Italian Government pledged 
itself to discharge its World War debt 
of $2,042,000,000 to* he United States 
by annual payments running over a 
period of sixty-two years. 

The compact now goes to the Senate, 
where it is expected to meet more 
determined opposition than was pre- 
sented in the House. But while there 
may be.delay in the Senate, Adminis- 
tration leaders express confidence that 
the upper branch eventually will vote 
for ratification. 

With thé exception of a group of 
Republicans who did not follow their 
party leadership and a few Democrats 
who cut loose from their organization, 
the House divided on party lines in 
disposing of the Italian agreement. It 
had the support of the Republican 
leadership, in accordance with the 
wishes of President Coolidge, but was 
opposed by the main body of the 
Democratic minority. 

Of the 133 votes against ratification 
113 were cast by Democrats, 17 by 


Republicans ahd 3 by members of in- 
dependent political affiliation.

Turkey Adopts the Entire Swiss Civil Code; 
Ends Polygamy, Gives Equality to Minorities 





GENEVA, Jan. 15.—The Tyrkish Gov- 
ernment has adopted wholly the Swiss 
Civil Code, which several jurists at 
Borne are now t lating. 

Two important consequences will re- 
sult for Turkey—first, the entire sup- 
pression of polygamy, with divorce 
made more difficult, and, second, the 
Lausanne Treaty provision for the pro- 
tection of Greek, Armenian and Jewish

as citizems of Turkey.

ANSWERS RAILROAD SUITS. 


Ottinger Hits Attempt to Halt Elec- 
trification Here. 


Answering yesterday the suits insti-

I., yesterday an indictment 
charging Captain Eugene Merrill of 
Graniteville with manslaughter in the 
second degree for the killing of four 
Anen last Saturday morning, ina col- 
lision between the automobile he drove 
and a telephone pole at Grasmere. 

During the invgstigation of the acci- 
dent the day before, some Grand Jur- 
6rs opposed the view of the Prosecutor 
that Merrill should be indicted for 
murder in the first degree on the 
ground that he was operating the car 
recklessly at.sixty miles an hour when 
it was shattered to fragments and 
severed the pole at the bage. To con- 
vince these Grand Jurors that the law 
of first-degree murder applied to the 
case Mr. Fach appeared with the jury 
before Justice Callaghan. The Court 
ruled that while it was not necessary 
to prove premeditation to establish 
first-degree murder, neither the Court 
nor the District Attorney could influ- 
ence the jury in its determination of 
the degree of crime charged. The Dis- 
trict Attorney, Justice Callaghan ex- 
plained, merely was the jury’s legal

HUNGARIANS INVOLVE 
POSTAL SAVINGS BANK 


Director {Is Alleged to Have 
Loaned 300,000,000-Crowns 
in Counterfeiting Case. 
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BUDAPEST, Jan. 15.—The Minister 
of Commerce has ordered an imme- 
diate investigation into the accounts 
of the State Postal Savings Bank to 
ascertain if its general director, M. 
Baross, now suspended, has misused 
the public funds in connection with 
the counterfeiting case. 

It is understood that a long police 
examination of’M. Baross brought an 
admission that a mysterious credit of 
,000,000, crowns—about $4,300—had 
been granted unnamed parties by the 
Postal Bank, through the influence of 
the imprisoned Chief of Police, Na- 
dossy.

The memorial reads; 


To the President, Cabinet. officers, 
Senators and Representatives of the 
‘United States concerning the en- 
forcement of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment, 

Presented on the sixth anniversary 
,of national prohibition, Jan. 16, 1926. 

We, the undersigned, believing that 
‘the, welfare of the people can best. be 
served. by. the strictest enforcement 
of thé prohibition law, desire to ex- 
press to you our earnest wish to co- 
operate with you in bringing about 
adequate enforcement, - 

Recognizing that this can be ac- 
complished only when prohibition en- 
forcement is placed in the hands of 
those who desire its success, we com- 
mend every effort you may make 
to remove prohibition from politics 
by placing the service under the 
merit system. 

You are doubtless aware that pro- 
hibition is, after all, only following 
the normal course of history, all 

great reforms having taken from one 
to two generations before they were 
‘well enforced. Prohibition is now in 
that period. The new idea must 
slowly age into custom. But even 
in its incipient state the benefits are 
marked while the failures can be 
righted by a determined people, edu- 
cated concerning the evils of alcohol, 
and supported by a Government em- 
phatic in its desands that enforce- 
ment of the law shall be in the hands 
of its friends and that officials oncb.. 
appointed shall pursue\a vigorous 
campaign against all violations of the 
liquor law no matter where found. 

| We affirm that there is no solution 
in the return of so-called light wines 
and: beer. The only solution is to 
press forward and make enforcement 
a success, strengthen the law where

Cardinal Mercier is. gradually weak- 
ening, ‘with spells of gastric disturb- 
ances which aré — 
heart.. Thé aged prelate, who is. put- 
ting up a courageous fight, is being 
fed by artificial means. - . 

The doctors refuse to-confirm. a 


port that the lesion in the stomach, 


for which, the Cardinal. was operated 
on; has proved tobe ‘a malignant 
growth. 


A storm of criticism has broken out 
in the press. over the manner in which 
the Cardinal's condition has al- 
legedly been withheld from the public. 
The papers severely arraign the medi-" 
cal men ‘concerned and declare the 
country should have been told the 
truth immediately. 

It was at the Cardinal’s own request 
that the issuance of daily bulletins by 
his -physicians was abandoned, as he 
did not desire to make his illness the 
subject of wdérid-wide concern. 

. Nevertheless, the visitors’ register 
at the clinic where he is a patient is 
almost filled with the names of those 


his progress, and telegrams from every 
part. of the world ‘continue to arrive 
almost hourly. 

The Primate has been deeply touched 
by these marks of pathy, to which 
he plans to respond shortly in a col- 
lective letter of thanks to be issued 
through the Belgium Bishops.

Senator Simmons neatly accused- 
himself by his excuses for delaying 
the passage of the Tax bill. ‘He hotly 
resented the charge that he and the 
Democratic Senators. who think as he 
does are planning to_prevent the pas- 
page of the measure before March 15. 
‘With a great flourish of niagnanimity 
he offered to-ask for. unanimous con- 
‘went to take a final yote on ‘Feb, 10. 
Then, he explained, thtee weeks would 
‘be left for the final form of the bill to 
be settled in conférence between the 
two Houses of Congress in ‘order that 
it might become law: early in March. 
{This would yield ‘ample time for the 
returns to be made on the 15th day of 
that month. This is, in efféct, ‘the 
Senator’s answer to’ the‘ cowardly | * 
assertion that he favors delay and is 
working tor it: — 

Accepting - his o vn·recekoning· it is 
‘plain that he would leave a v 
margin of time: for the brik 
nue Bureau of the Treasury to do the 
work laid upon it ‘by Congress.» In- 
come-tax blanks would have to ‘be 
prepared and printed to .conform. to 
the new law. ‘The cir¢ular of instruc- 
tion to taxpayer~*would have to be 
got ready in a great hurry, This is a 
delicate and important task. In other 
years the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue has done wonders in explain- 
ing the terms of the. Income Tax law 
to taxpayers unable without aid to 
find their way through it. The changed 
rates now to be levied, together with 
the great number of provisions in the 
present law which are to be either 
' gltered or omitted altogether, wil] have 
to be studied and their “clear legal 
effect set forth’so.that the wayfaring 
man, though'a taxpayer, need not err 
therein. ‘f this job is to be done well, 
much more time should be allowed for 
it than would be. granted by the Sim- 
mons schedule. © «

EDUCATING MOTORISTS AND 
PEDESTRIANS. 

Commissioner. of Motor Vehicles 
Craries A. HARNeT?, reporting that 
1,935. .persons were killed and: 49,628 
injured in motor vehicle accidents in 
New York State in the first eleven 
months of 1925, says that ‘’ safety on 
“ the highways must be brought about 
* by educating the public, which in- 
** cludes the motorist and the pedes- 
“tHan.” This has been‘said so often 
in the past seven years, during which 
accident statistics have been compiled, 
that the margin of safety should have 
been noticeably extended. In the Btate 
of New York there were 1,251 fatal 
motor . vehicle ,secidents in.1918 and 
1;980° in’ 1928. The total for 1925, 
judging. from ‘the ‘record forthe first 
eleven months of the year, will exceed 
2,000.

in the operation of cars. Until there is 
utilized @ nearer approach to the full 


‘potentiality of gasoline they are con- 


fronted: by a task that deserves their 
attention. One-third of the theoretical 
power in this fuel, he declared, was 
wasted in thé exhaust, and another 
third in the radiator. 

That is a bad showing, but it is not 
exceptional, for the mechanical world 
is full of. such wastes.’ Coal is 
burned even more extravagantly ‘than 
gasoline, even in the best steam en- 
gines, and while there have been many 
attempts to burn it in some such way 
as metals are burned in an electric 
battery—without, the sort of .combus- 
tion we call; fire—none of them has 
been successful except as liboratowy 
experiments or demonstrations, cost- 
ing ‘far too much to be of- practical, 
commercial value. 

So, if only 33 1-3 per cent. of gasoline 
is put to use in running automobiles, 
jit neéed\be no particular reason’ for 
shame on the part of engineers. For 
innumerable illustrations of -far more 
reckless waste they can point to ‘‘na- 
ture,” where the idea of economy 
hardly can be said to exist. If one 
in a thousand fish eggs comes to ma- 
turity, it is wonderful luck. In animal 
life, however, ‘this seeming wasteful- 
ness, whether “designed” or not, does 
provide the required Opportunities, by 
the “trial and error” plan, for evolu- 
tion to do its work amid a multitude 
of variations. Not even that rather 
poor consolation can be found when 
the question is one of machinery. 

But how are the gases to be expelled 
from the motor cylinders without an 
exhaust, and how can the engine be 

without either water or air?

should from the start regard the in- 
stitute as a Chinese institution estab- 
lished to serve, the welfare of the 
Chinese people and eventually. to be 
supported entirely by Chinese. 

I hold that only by identifying 
Chinese in the financing and organiz- 
ing of the institute in the beginning 
will it be possible to win them to re- 
gard it as a truly Chinese institution. 
Otherwise the institute will be only 
one more foreign excrescence fastened 
upon the bodies politic, social and eco- 
nomic of China. China needs less for- 
eign control and more foreign cooper- 
ation for the solution of her difficult 
problems. 

My views were held to be impractica- 
ble or utterly visionary by most mem- 
bers of our commission. Before I left 
China, however, we had received: the 
definite promise of quite substantial 
financial support from Chizieze 
sources, and since my arrival in 
America other pledges of funds have 
been obtained in China. 

Professor J. B. Taylor of Yen Chang 
‘University, Chairman of our commis- 
sion, was in full agreement with me, 
and the events have proved the ac- 
curacy. of his analysis of the condi- 
tions and feeling in China. 

I regret greatly that the American 
donors have not yet seen their way 
clear to transform . hope into reality 
by cooperating heartily - with the 
Chinese contributors of money, time 
and talent, in setting up the institute 
and starting it to work. The Chinese 
are very sensitive today, and with the 
passage of every day their enthusiasm 
for this project oozes away and their 
suspicions grow. Everywhere we went 
in China we were questioned very 
searchingly -as to who was back of 
the enterprise in America, ‘“‘who would 
own the institute.” 

The Chinese quite .naturally are 
afraid of any project to secure eco- 
nomic, political and social information 
.to be used by foreign interests seek- 


‘| ing to exploit the cheep labor and raw 


‘materials of China. Unless the Amer- 
ican group acts quickly and aggres- 


nity to establish. a much-needed re- 
search institute to promote under- 
standing and peaceful relations will be 
lost, along with so many other dreams 
that might be realized.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—A plea for 

Government ‘protection of American 

capital investments abroad in rubber 

plantations was made today by Har- 
vey S. Firestone, Akron rubber manu- 
facturer, before the House Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 

Mr. Firestone expressed hope that 
: s to this end would 
be made in the committée’s report. He 
called attention: particularly to land 
laws and other difficulties in the way 
of rubber development of the Philip- 
pines,‘ and told of the experiences of 
himself and associates in Liberia, 
where millions are being invested for 
rubber production. 

. Mr. Firestone recited the events that 

_ have followed the restrictions imposed 
in the British colonies and his efforts 
to awaken the American people to the 
problem so that an independent source 
of supply might be developed. The 
campaign in: the British colonies, he 
said, began in September, 1920, and, 
he contended, .it was plain that “from 
the very beginning and even before 
the scheme became a law it was used 
for speculation and price manipula- 
tion.”’ 

“IT was unsuccessful,’”’ said Mr. Fire- 
stone, ““‘in obtaining the desired coop- 
eration of other American manufac- 
turers. I presume the reason for this 
was that they did not appreciate the 
conditions created by the Rubber Re- 





i striction. act and had .confidence. in’ 


the assurance given them by the Rub- 
ber Growers Committee.” 


Philippines Not Receptive. 


The congressional. appropriation of 

$500,000 for a study of planting possi- 
bilities was the next development, Mr. 
Firestone stated, and-he decided in 
May, 1923, to conduct. an independent 
investigation of new sources of supply. 
This was started in the Philippines. 
‘Investigators found conditions of soil 
and climate advantagéous, with good 
labor possibilities, and were shown 
every courtesy by Governor General 
‘Wood. 
‘Because of the land laws now in 
force in the Philippines and the atti- 
tude of the native Government,’ Mr. 
Firestone stated,’ ‘‘our investigators 
advised against then attempting any 
larger rubber developments in the Phil- 
ippines. If the Philippines are to be 
developed, capital must have assurance 
that it. will be properly protected, 
which the. present political situation 
does not assure.’’ 

Inquiries. were. continued in Mexico, 
Mr. Firestone said, but before they 
could be completed a revolution ‘‘broke 
out’’ and the investigators were forced 
to. leave the country by way of Guate- 
mala, They looked into Central Amer- 
ica and Panama, finding climatic and 
other natural conditions favorable. In 
December, 1923, attention was cen- 
tred on Liberia, and a report was re- 
ceived ‘‘that climate, soil and ag 
conditions. in Liberia were equal to, if 
not better than any part of the Eastern 
rubber producing areas."’ <A 2, 
plantation was taken over. 


To Develop Million Acres in Liberia. 


“We hope eventually,’* said Mr. Fire- 
atone, “‘to develop a million acres of 
rubber in Liberia. We now have ten 
experienced planters, with their assist- 
ants, and are. sending soon another 
group of ten more experienced plant- 
era, with their assistants. We expect 
each of these twenty planting units 
to clear and plant a 1,000-acre plot in 
1026. 

There is a medical staff, and inves- 
tigations of living conditiéns are bei 
made with the aid of the Harv 
School ' of Tropical Medicine and the 
Rockefeller Foundation, he said. 
~ It is. our hope,” he continued, 
“with this new development to keep 
Liberia, the most healthy tropical coun- 
try in the world, and we will establish 
the most modern sanitary and health. 
conditions practicable.”’ 

A 85,000-acre plantation has been 
leased in the’ State of Chiapas, Mexico,

British automobile manufacturers are 
ready to discuss in the friendliest man- 
ner with American motor car- makers 
joint steps “‘to bring the price of rub- 
ber down to economic levels,’’ accord- 
ing to Sir William Letts, K. B. E., 
President of the Society of Motor Man- 
ufacturers and Traders of Great Bri- 
tain, and Managing Director of Willys- 
Overland-Crossley, Ltd., of Manches- 
ter, England. In a statement issued 
yesterday on the eve of his sailing for 
home, Sir William predicted that the 
rubber prices would decline.

“It is of no use,”’ he continued, ‘'to 
try to rope in the sentiment of: auto- 
mobile ‘users -regarding rubber prices. 
They are in exactly the same ition 
regarding the price of tires here as 
they are all over the world. The prices 
of. crude rubber as supplied to your 
manufacturers are the same as they 
are to manufacturers in all other 
countries. No one can say that the 
British . Government is picking the 
price of rubber. 

“The Stevenson act, I believe. it is 
generally admitted, has saved the situ- 
ation. The present price’to which rub- 
ber has soared has been caused by 
nothing more nor less than-speculation 
both by insiders and outsiders. Had 
there been no Stevenson act the 
planters and the estates would have 
gone broke. 

“It is rather surprising to talk about 
the present prices ‘affecting users in 
a country where motor cars are in 
such phenomenal: demand, especially 
when you consider how different this 
country is in general prosperity from 
other countries which are users of au- 
tomobiles. 

“We in ‘the automobile industry in 
Great Britain are just as anxious as 
you are here for tire prices to be put 
at an economic figure. 

“The complete relief under the Stev- 





enson restriction scheme of 100 per 
cent. will be in operation’ in February 
and should give great benefit to the 
situation. In my humble opinion the 
Government has been and is the real 
savior of the rubber industry. 

“Our interests are common, except 
that Great Britain id in a far differ- 
ent situation than the United States as 
it relates —2 cman —2 perity. ;

SENATE TAX BILL 


Committee Expects to Finish It 
Today, Following House on 
Gift and Estate -Levies. 


WILL REPORT IT WEDNESDAY

Further Changes in Provisions. 


Several important actions were taken

New ‘York. Receiver Overcomes 
‘Lack of Extradition Treaty, 
Forcing Return of Ufland. 


LIVED GAYLY THERE A YEAR 


Departure Makes First Breach In 


the Colony of American Crooks 
and Absconders.

BERLIN, Jan. 15.—The sanctuary 
hitherto offered to American crooks 
by Germany, owing to the absence ‘of 
a post-war German-American extradi- 
tion treaty, has been rudely violated 
through the action of Louis F. 
Schultze, Federal court receiver, in 
effecting the return to America of 
Jacob W. Ufland of New York, who 
is charged with absconding to Europe 
@ year ago with most of the funds of 
the barikrupt Milton Watch Company 
in his possession. 

With the aid of the Berlin police, to 
whom he pays large tribute, Mr. 
Schultze first obtained a German de- 
portation order against Ufland and 
then arranged’ matters so he could 
cross no frontier except the North Sea 
on a steamship headed for New York, 


whither the receiver will accompany 
the alleged embezzler at the end of 


this. month. . 

The coup so successfully staged. by 
Mr. Sch is believed . here ‘to be 
unprecedented in the annals’ of inter- 
national jurisprudence. It is stilf more 
important, however, in that it serves 
henceforth to deprive.
